0 The move of CHUC-1450 Cobourg, Ontario to FM (107.9 MHz, 1.03 kW) has been approved 
by the CRTC. So another Canadian Graveyarder bites the dust. Not only is CHUC a Graveyarder, 
they are a ‘Superpower’ GYer with U4 8000/1000 and one of the few directional GYers. Also, the 
CRTC has revoked the license of CKCQ-920 Quesnel, British Columbia, as the FM station sched- 
uled to replace it has taken to the airwaves at 100.3 MHz with 1800 Watts. CBRB-860, CFRB’s low- 
power relay in Banff, Alberta will be soon be replaced by an FM station on 96.3 MHz with 1180 
Watts ERP at minus 222.1 Metres, as the CRTC has approved that CBC request. 

O Shawn Axelrod took a break from managing Mega-Watts on the Manitoba Grid to say: “(Flight 
1280) Pearson International Airport in Toronto has been suspended until further notice by Greater 
Toronto Airports Authority. The transmitter is still on, but the station’s audio is dead and has been 
for a few weeks now. The reasons for the suspension are unknown at this time.The station was/ 
is used for flight time info, traffic to and from the airport, and info on the airport.” 


HEAR AND THAR 

QO Perry Crabill sends an update on WSVG: “WSVG-790, Mt. Jackson, VA, returned to the air on 
the morning of May 30, Memorial Day, with a local morning program until 10:00 AM. The station 
will sign off around 6 or 7 PM during the first week of operation, but will go to 24/7 after that. 
Music is Big Band, and further program details will be developed as time goes on while network 
and Internet connections are being established. The telephone number is 540-477-4443, and the E- 
mail address is wsvg@shentel.net. Studios are at the transmitter site, 543 Hawkins Road, Mt. 
Jackson, VA, 22842-9559, and their postal address is PO Box 425, Mt. Jackson, VA, 22842.”

C It has been reported that WAML-1340 Laurel, Mississippi (with a black gospel format and 
“Power Gospe! 13400 slogan), and WDXQ-1440 Cochran, Georgia (with a Classic Hits format 
and slogans as “96Q WDXQ-FMO) have all returned to the airwaves; OFF, but then back ON: 
WBMD-750 Baltimore, Maryland, WBGR-860 Baltimore, Maryland (with Family Radio), and 
KIRL-1460 St. Charles, Missouri (with Eternal Word Network); but WBVA-1450 Bayside, Vir- 
ginia, and WVAB-1550 Virginia Beach, Virginia have turned the Plate Voltage to OFF. ‘Also 
OFF, but due to extenuating circumstances, is WCBG-1380 Waynesboro, Pennsylvania, whose 
tower came tumbling down. Remember when the city of Chambersburg took the land of (the 
former) WCBG-1590, making it go off the air? Well, the owner of the 1590 facility bought the 1380 
station and moved the calls there. Now his tower falls down. The guy must have broken a mirror 


or opened an umbrella indoors. Eh? Anyway, the 1380 facility should return when a new tower is 
constructed.

C1 David E. Lewis of Kansas City, Missouri writes to inquire about the status of a couple of stations 
which haven’t appeared in the “Renewals” sections of AM Switch. First, WEEP-1400 in Virginia, 
Minnesota. I called the number listed in the latest AM Log, and it did not answer. So, I called 
KRBT-1340 in nearby Eveleth. After confirming all of KBRT’s listed information I asked about 
WEEP. They confirmed 1400 was off the air, and had ‘closed up shop’. But the FCC continues to list 
them. Concerning WCOX-1450 in Camden, Alabama, the FCC files show a renewal application 
was filed on January 12, 2005 but was dismissed. No reason is given. And no petitions for teconsid- 
eration are on file. Can anyone confirm the status of WCOX-1450 in Camden, Alabama? This 
might have been one of those “Red Light” license cancellations. If you’re in the area, how about 
giving them a call and ask what the status of their license is. 

O MB. Communications, Inc., the owner of WYLF-850 Penn Yan, New York has been assessed a 
fine in the amount of of $11,000 to for operating station WYLF with power in excess of the station's 
authorization during daytime, post sunset, nighttime hours, and other violations. The FCC has 
revoked the license of WSTX-970 Christiansted, U. S. Virgin Islands for violations including 
non-functioning EAS equipment, and failures to respond to FCC correspondence.

Some thoughts on DX Tests in general, 


and issues with QSL’s...

At least during the recent past, both clubs have always offered to provide QSL services to any 
station that does not wish to handle the chore. To date, only two have taken us up on the offer. 

In the future, we'll try to more “strongly suggest” that stations take that option. However, I am 
always reluctant to see posts that complain about the lack of a QSL response on the e-mail lists. I think 
that anything that comes across as a complaint or a demand on the part of DX’ers makes it more 
difficult to get stations to test at all. 

My goal as Broadcast Test Coordinator is to make it as easy as possible for a station to say “yes” to 
a test request. Like any negotiation that means making as few demands on the other party as possible. 

Members can rest assured that we always start off requesting tests with plenty of advance notice, 
daytime power/ pattern, clear QSL routes, etc, etc. Sometimes we end up with tests that don’t meet our 
“perfect” scenario, but remain grateful for whatever the station can provide. 

1 strongly believe that “beggars cannot be choosers”. And encourage members to treat stations with 
kid gloves when approaching them about tests, QSLs, or suspected problems. Try to be good ambassa- 
dors for our hobby at all times. 

Likewise, I want to encourage all members to adapt to the changing landscape of radio. DX’ers 
have to use new tools, technology and techniques. 

While IBOC, fewer tests, more stations per channel etc. all make DXing more difficult these days, 
we also have a bevy of new tools to combat those problems. 

If you’re not a member of the NRC “DX Tips” e-mail list, for instance, shame on you! My cell phone 
routinely goes off in the late evenings with tips from my fellow DX’ers. Alerting me to many new 
stations that I otherwise might have missed. 

When I’m at the dials, I also try to bring up #mwdx at www.starchat.net. Identifying a station 
halfway across the country is easy when you can compare notes with someone closer to the station in 
real time. Plus it’s just tons of fun! 

I use Total Recorder to capture TOH ID’s every night of the week, and www.1000000watts.com to 
help identify those recordings the next day. Think of what our members of 20 years ago could have 
accomplished with these tools. 

And most importantly, be thankful to those hard working, under paid station engineers who put 
up with our hobby. We’re blessed to have many of them on this list, and never want our comunents to 
be misunderstood. 

I'd also like to thank the many members who have approached their personal contacts within the 
broadcast industry to help arrange for tests. If you’re interested in trying to set up a test in your 

area for next season, please contact me first. We can provide any interested member with all kinds 
of tools including form letters, test material, and QSL’s. Our goal is to make it as easy for the station as 
possible.

Per station, 
schedule is approximately 0700-2200 CDT daily from Deer Park Lodge in 
west end of city.

DX'ing ‘smart’, with shared tips and requests by NRC members 


The items contained in this column come from recent discussions on the NRC listserv. I want to 
again emphasize that the contents of the answers provided below are a composite of various replies 
also presented on the listserv. Some are my own responses, but many are not. 


Q-Is there a phasing unit which would perform similarly to the MWDX-5 commercially available? 

A- Not that I’m aware of. The MWDX-5 is a passive phasing unit, using tuned LC-tank inputs and 
a phase-reversal transformer balanced (or phased) with a Q-spoiling pot. The Quantum and MF] units 
are active. 

The advantage of the passive tuned LC-tank design is that it’s more efficient, low noise, no amplifi- 
cation required. The active units are less efficient, resulting in signal loss, requiring amplification which 
can produce spurs / intermod due to overload in high RF areas. However, the active units are typically 
easier to use, whereas the passive units will require more practice to get the feel for how they work. 


Q- Which is better for trying to phase null - 2 longwires set up in opposite directions or two slopers 
set up the same way? 

A- Two longwires or two slopers at 90-degrees to each other in theory work best. Parallel wires will 
work as long as there’s enough distance between the wires, say upwards of 100-ft. Wires at 45 degree 
angles to each other work fine also. 


Q- If you don’t have room for two wires, would 1 wire of either type work phased with a loop ? 

A - Wire vs. loop works great, and is often used in car DXpeditions. Note that if using a tuned / 
active loop, then the loop must be Q-spoiled. A broadband loop (one large loop of wire) can be used vs. 
a longwire or whip successfully. The Quantum phaser can be used with a Quantum loop vs. wire/ 
whip setup. If you don’t have room for two wires, then consider the Double-Ewe antenna. It's basically 
two antennas in one, and it can be phased. A construction drawing is available on the BAMLog website: 


Q- Is there a commercially-available battery-operated remote-controlled terminator unit that can 
be used with a longwire to make it directional? 

A- None that I’m aware of. One could build one’s own using a Vactrol mounted in a plastic con- 
tainer. Refer to Mark Connelly’s WAIION Labs website for info ( http://www.qsLnet/walion/ 
index.html ). I’ve found that unless working with an extremely long wire approaching Beverage length, 
that termination resistance has little effect. Phasing is by far more effective and versatile in producing 
unidirectional reception and steering or aiming the direction. 


Q - I just looked at the EWE diagram on the BAMLog website ( see above ) , and I haven't the 
vaguest idea how it works. Is it one piece of wire? 
A- Basically, yes. It’s like one huge rectangular loop of wire - a broadband loop. 


Q How is it oriented? 

A- Just like a loop. If the horizontals are parallel a north / south line, then the directions of recep- 
tion are north / south. It produces a wide-angle cardioid pattern (like 1030 WBZ). Using the north / 
south example, connect to the matching transformer at the south vertical to receive south / null north. 
Connect to the north vertical to receive north / null south. 


Q- Is it grounded? 
A - No. Like a loop, it’s a floating antenna and doesn’t need grounding. The bottom horizontal 
section rests on the ground, or it can be in the air. 


Q - How is it fed? It looks like there is coax from each end. Is that right? 
A - Hook up the matching transformer at each end with separate 50-ohm coax cables to your radio 
shack. Connect one or the other directly to your receiver, or phase one against the other. 
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Q - Does it have to be straight across the top? 

A - No. In fact it’s the verticals that do all the work. It’s similar to a radio station with a two-tower 
array like 1030 WBZ, except that it’s the horizontal section across the top forcing a phase difference 
between the two verticals. Think of a wave traveling up one vertical, across the top horizontal, and 
then down the other vertical, thus out of phase with the opposite vertical. This is actually how a EWE 
antenna works, at least in my estimation. I simply modified the EWE antenna to provide two connec- 
tions so that you could switch from one direction to the other or phase them. One could also phase one 
of the Double EWE connections against a wire for greater than 35 dB nulls.

I haven’t done any serious night DXing for a while, perhaps because of my being fed up with 
syndicated programs that won’t identify. | like to hear music on AM radio; there are a few stations 
near here that play music. By the way, if you want to hearv a terrific letter on local radio, DX Audio 
Service publisher FRED VOBBE reads one on the latest DX Audio Service tape; it’s a winner. I was 
really surprised when BILL HALE called me on 5/3 to ask if a couple of local AM’s had changed calls 
yet. [had read about it in the local newspaper but didn’t know when it actually happened. WCSN-820 
(for Chicago’s Sporting News) changed to WAIT while WAIT-850 in the NW suburb of Crystal lake 
changed again, this time to WCPT, for Chicago’s Progressive Talk. Their 2500-watt signal covers from 
central WI to NW IN so Chicago gets primary coverage. We really don’t need another talk station on 
AM here to join WIND-560 and WLS-890. With the return of WAIT to 820, which left in the 80’s with its 
beautiful music format, which doesn’t exist around here anymore, 850 got the calls and had a variety of 
formats. What really surprised me in the last DX NEWS was that WYLL-1160 was granted 50000 watts 
fulltime. I checked www.radio-locator.com and they have not listed the new power and antenna sute. 
The former WJJD-1160 which died in 1996 had to leave the air at KSL sunset. Shortly afterwards, they 
were granted 4200 watts night power, which later on didn’t suit the listeners of WSCR, which is why 
they switched it to 670 and did away with WMAQ in 2000. Sometime after that, WYPA, the Personal 
Achievement Station, changed to WYLL under Salem ownership. They must have a very directional 
pattern north, but regardless, they are still strong here at night. I can barely hear anything to the SE 
now, where I could hear WAMB on a regular basis in the past. I DX with a 25-year-old Superadio IL, a 
Sangeon CCrane original, and a Radio Shack DX 392 I bought from Randy David. That's it for now.

Already, we have received reservations for the NRC Convention this Labor Day weekend in Lansdale, 
PA. We are most thankful to RENE TETRO who will be opening up the facilities of 560/990 for an 
interesting station tour. And while in that area, look for the site of WNWR-1540; can you tell us where 
it REALLY is? An interesting story on the 560 and 990 set up: going back to the mid ’60’s when I first 
started listening to AM, WFIL-560 and then, WIBG-990 had one of the more interesting radio battles 
for listeners. WFIL was the standard ABC affliate for years in Philadelphia, offering the local Phil 
Sheridan morning show, and all the network shows like Don McNeils Breakfast Club and the 2 and a 
half hour news blocks at night and an MoR format of music. Storer Broadcasting was the owner of 
WIBG at the time, and offered the area one of the first fulltime Top 40 formats but was hampered by a 
bad signal outside the metro Philadelphia area (their FM at the time of 94.1 filled in those places). 
About 1964, WFIL brought in a new, slick sounding format of TOP 40 music, and after a few years, got 
to be the top station. WIBG was sold a few times, even changed calls to WZZD (Wizzard 100) and went 
through a bunch of formats (including a year as the Phillies flagship station), finally giving way toa 
religious format, which it had started out as in the ‘30’s when it was licensed to Elkins Park, PA and on 
930. Now, the two stations are broadcasting from the same facilities (the old WIBG facilities in Lafayette 
Hill, PA). At one time, and from an old WIBG verification card I have, it showed store front studios on 
Walnut Street in downtown Philadelphia; does anyone remember these? For those 
who can tune into internet radio, Dave McCrork, our guest speaker, operates WNAR 
on the internet (www.wnar-am.com) and as a part 15 (100 millawatts) station on 1250. { 
Heis basically running old-time radio programs on it, including the Lone Ranger! Where 
have all our MUSINGS gone? We'd like to hear from you!
